G.S.R. 309(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 25 of the Customs Act, 
1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being 
satisfied that it is necessary in the public interest so 
to do, hereby exempts the materials specified in the 
Schedule annexed hereto when imported into India 
from the whole of the duty of Customs leviable thereon 
which is specified in the First Schedule to the Customs 
Tariff Act, 1975 (51 of 1975) and the Whole, of the 
additional duty leviable thereon under section 3 of 
the said Act : 

Provided that the importer shall produce an 
import replenishment licence, issued in terms of Appen¬ 
dix 29 of the Import Policy for the period commenc¬ 
ing on the 1st Day of April, 1982 and ending with the 
31st day of Match, 1983 under the Imports (Control) 
Order, 1955, Containing the following endorsements 
by the authority issuing such licence, namely :—
